Will Tolerate No Restrictions. 


Incident to such withdrawal he out- 
lined the manner in which the American 
government was prepared to guard the 
long line of frontier and to run down 
and punish any marauding band that at- 
tempted

States. 
He made it clear to the Mex- 
icans that tliis govemraent would not 
tolerate any restrictions on ihe pursuit 
of bandits by ATnericans.

BUY AMERICAN SECURITIES. 


Japanese Merchants And Exporters Now 
Investing Heavily. 


New York, Nov. 21.—Within the last 
six months Japanese merchants and ex- 
porters have invested nearly $50,000,- 
000 in American securities according to 
estimates in banking quarters. 
For the 
most part the securities were bonds 
largely underlying railroad issues, al- 
though a substantial part consisted of 
mortgage bonds of industrial companies, 
returning a high yield on the purchase 
price. 
These investments are believed 
to be the outcome of shifts of commerce 
directly traceablo to the European war.

Washington, Nov. 21.—Presi- 
dent Wilson's recommendations 
for railroad legislation in his ad- 
dress to congress will be practical- 
ly the same as those embodied in 
his special address last August 
when a nation-wide railroad strike 
was pending. The president dis- 
cussed some of the details today 
with the cabinet. 


In his spécial address 
the 
president 
made six specific recommendations. 
Two 
providing for an eight-hour day as a 
legal basis of work and of wages on rail- 
ways and for a commission to observe 
the operation of law were embodied in 
the Adamson act.

president are: 


"Immediate provision for the enlarge- 
ment and administrative reorganization 
of the interstate commerce commission 
along the lines embodied in the bill re- 
cently passed by the house of represen-

Fifty-Three Taken Off the 
Siberia, in Peril of 
Quicksands.

Today's War News 


Griven in Summary 


By bold and rapid, strokes the Teu- 
tonic invaders apparently have con- 
quered a large section of northwest- 
ern Wallachia from the Rumanians. 
Petrograd's ofBcial«^ bulletin 
today 
announces a Rumanian retirement in 
this part of the battle front to the 
region of Filliash, forty miles north- 
west of Craiova. 


Judging from the recent reports of 
the operations this means that con- 
verging attacks by Austro-German 
forces moving southward in the Jiul 
valley and eastward along the rail- 
way from Orsova have compelled the 
Rumanians to withdraw 
from the 
Orsova region and make a rapid re- 
treat in the Jiul valley. 


Further eastward in Wallachia the 
arrival of Russian troops seem to 
have strengthened the Ru^ia^J-^i f^- 
fense. 
The Russians took the of- 
fensive north of Campulung, acc^iu 
ing to Berlin, but were repulsed—The 
Rumanians are resisting persistently 
in the Alt valley, but nevertheless 
were compelled to 3rield important 
positions to Gen. von Falkenhayn's 
troops. 


In the other chief fields of military 
activity the Macedonian front, French 
and SerWan troops 
are 
continuing 
their pursuit of the German and Bul- 
garian forces which evacuated Mon- 
astir under entente pressure. 
Berlin 
reports the entente advance here as a 
"feeling out" of the German-Bulga- 
rian positions by reconnoitering de- 
tachments. 
The new line is indi- 
cated by press dispatches to lie about 
seventeen miles sorthward of Monas- 
tir and is reported to be strongly 
entrenched and defended in part by 
fresh German troops. 


East of the Monastir region, Ber- 
lin declares Serbian attempts to ad- 
vance were repulsed. 
West of Mon- 
astir the Italians, ¿tccnr/íing to Paris, 
repuled a counter-attack.

The Moro senator is Hadji Hutu, for 
H^nany jiears prime minister of the sultan 
^ i>f Sulu, that unofficial functionary of 
jthe government who wields an immense 
influence among the Mohammedans of 
^he archipelago and of the far east gen- 
erally. 
Two other full-blooded Moros 
(took their seats in the lower house side 
by side with two delegates from the wüd 
tribes—one an Igorot and the other an 
Iftjgao. 
Tlie tribes these men represent 
stepped out of savagery only yesterday, 
and their names are linked with some of 
the bloiodiost deeds in Philippine history. 
Hadji Hutu, who becomes a member of 
thé senate by appointment of Governor 
Harrison, is looked upon as one of the 
strongest men among the Moros and has 
always coxmseled conciliatory tactics on 
thoir part toward the government. 
In 
the last few years he has played a lead- 
ing rolo in the transformation of the 
island nf Suhi from a region of mtirder 
and pillage to one of progress and in- 
dustry.

Indiana Order is Expected 
to Bring Some Relief 
in Situation. 


Indianapolis, Nov. 21.—An order in- 
tended to relieve the car shortage sit- 
uation in Indiana will be issued by the 
public service commipsion before the end 
of the week, Thoma.s Duncon, chairman, 
said yesterday afternoon, following an 
all-day conference with officials of rail- 
roads operating in Indiana. 
Six of tJi0 
rcCnmission's inspectors, who are obtain- 
ing evidence on tho actual shortage of 
cars and ooal as a result of the car 
shortage, wern instructed at the close of 
the conferem-o to hasten to the termi- 
nals of the 9Uii<> and send in reports as 
lo 
their 
finHngs 
every 
twenty-four 


hours, so that a commission conference 
disposing of the crisis might be able to 
act as soon as possible, 


WTiile the commissioners declined to 
state in advance of the order conference 
what they would do after deliberation, 
the problems calling for consideration as 
brought out in the conference are as fol- 
lows: 
Regulation of coal brokers who 
reconsign «oal shinments tie placing in 
repair of coal cars going out of reach 
of shippers where the cars are needed to 
keep mines operating; coal cars for coal 
and not for lumber, stone or gravel, un- 
til after the fuel crisis has passed; 
quicker release of cars by consignees and 
a closer adherence carriers to the rules 
of service, as adopted by their federa- 
tion. 


It also was brought out in the confer- 
ence that, while the coal shortage is 
largely due to the car shortage, yet 
ther^ is an extraordinary demand for 
coal by the t-ontlnuous operation of an 
unusually great number of industries 
along the lines of those roads hauling 
quantities of coal. 
Many of the mines 
in southern 'Indiana are mining only 50 
to 75 per cent of the maximum output 
because of the lack of facilities for mov- 


ing the product. Grain dealers and other 
shippers also are suffering, it was said.

These need not be elaborate at 
all, especially in those counties which 
have had adequate centennial celebra- 
tions. 
But in all counties it would cer- 
tainly be fitting to hold simple, dignified 
services in commemoration of the for- 
mal admission oT our commonwealth in- 
to the tmion. Such should naturally be 
arranged by the county chairman, es- 
pecialTy when held as county observ- 
ances. 


"In addition to this, it is suggested 
that the schools hold exercises. In some 
cases it may be advantageous to combine 
that of the school with that of the com- 
munity as a whole. As a tentative pro- 
•"ram for the schools the commission hap 
prepared an outline whicia may be found

course of study, page 198, and teachers' 
institute outline for 1916-17, pages 40 
and 50, issued by the state board of ed- 
ucation. 


"Patriotic and civic organizations and 
clubs are likewise encouraged to observe 
the day, especially where only initiative 
is not taken. 
The commission has this 
general recommendation to offer—that 
these Admission day exercises be com- 
munity, home product affairs as regards 
those participating.

tions, may it be a home tribute by home 
people.

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Speculation's Big Part. 


Th.e liiore deply the state commissions and the boards of inquiry 
b fvarioTis kinds delve into the coal shortage proposition the more 
jclearly it becomes apparent that speculation quite as much as a lack 
of transportation facilities should be charged with responsilclity for 
the present situation. Witness after witness is coming forward with 
that indicates that speculation is in point of fact the cause 
of most of the present trouble. Instead of going forward promptly to 
original consignees, vast quantities of coal in transit are being held up 
by the consignors to await the bonus bids which necessity brings and 
are diverted here and there in response to the top figures that may be 
offered, regardless of supply and demand at points for wdiich the 
¡coal was originally purchased. 


Granted that transportation demands for other products have in 
Eome degree lessened the facilities for moving coal, that can by no 
means completely explain or in any sense justify the stress into which 
the consumer of coal has been put. Eailroads are moving tremendous 
amounts of freight, it is true, yet they could move more. There has 
been no complaint of lack of motive power. Shippers are not using 
coal cars for the transportation of either grain or other foodstuffs, 
and not even the rapacious munitions makers are entrusting their pro- 
duct to thè unprotected coal-carrying cars. The fault lies somewhere 
Dlse, and it lies in the activity of the speculator to grab off something 
handsome in the way of profit—to capitalize need to his own enrich- 
ment above and beyond the decent margin of gain which he may legit- 
imately expect and may legitimately take. 


In the words of a Southern Indiana railway officiai there is 
^'something going on" in the operations of the big coal barons that 
begins to give the coal situation a decidedly made-to-order appear- 
ance. It is unjust to blame the railroads and it is unjust to blame-the 
retailer. The speculators have simply gotten a clutch on the public's 
throat, and they are reluctant to let go. The present situation is not 
one which can endure indefinitely. The blow-up must come. There 
will undoubtedly be a tremendous harvest of speculators' profits be- 
fore it is ended, but there should be ways of preventing a recurrence 
of the situation. Legislation prohibiting the reconsignment of coal 
in transit and the enforcement of high demurrage charges that would 
force the unloading of cars instead of permitting them to stand on 
sidings whiie the market climbs to a higher figure should do much to- 
ward bringing about this highly desirable change in the coal situa^ 
tion status. 


Major General Goethals employs some sharp language in reply 
to published criticisms of the Panama canal, asserting that they are 
erroneous, unwarranted and unfair. Still, General Goethals should 
not overlook the fact that, in canal-building as in pretty much all 
else, there are always uncounted thousands of self-constituted experts 
who could have built the big ditch much more efl&ciently than did the; 
man who happened to be in charge of the work. But they, somehow, 
never had the opportunity to demonstrate just what a fine job they 
would have made of it. Somebody else, was always given the chance. 


Occasionally there turns up evidence to indicate that some cor- 
porations, at least, have souls. The Eastman Kodak company has at 
times been assailed in the courts as an iniquitous trust for which 
drawing and quartering would be much too mild a punishment, yet 
here it is voluntarily granting its employes an "emergency wage" 
increase amounting to some 20 per cent, in order tjat they may meet 
the abnormal increase in the cost of living. No concern which shows 
a heart of this model can be wholly bad. 


And Mr. Hughes is delaying so long in sending the customary 
congratulations to President Wilson on his re-election that there is 
grave danger that he may overlook altogether that graceful bit of 
formality which presjdents-eleet have come to expect from their van- 
quished rivals. But if Mr. Hughes is trying to forget, why harrow his 
•feelings afresh by reminding him of his remissness? 


Jefferson, wasn't it, who,^according to history, rode horseback to 
the capitol to begin his duties as president?

The Ralston administration is to close 
in. a veritable climax of glory as a re- 
sult of this happy stroke of combined 
righteousness and political 
sagacity. 


Governor Ralston, with his statement 
on behalf of 
constitutional convention 
and favoring suffrage, becomes a large 
force for progressive aidvancement in In- 
diana. 
It is to be regretted thi» cour- 
ageous espousal of the forward .move- 
ment comes at a time when Governor 
Ralston is about to turn over to another 
the power and influence that other\viBe 
might be so effectively wielded in the 
cause of the people. 
When one reads 
Ralston's declaration of principles one 
is led to regret Ralston is not to con- 
tinue in an official position where his 
leadership might be even more potent 
for progress than it will bo when he be- 
comes a private citizen. Coming late in 
his administration, Ralston's declaration 
may not have the force it would have 
had in a "first. message," or as a fixed 
policy of his governorship. At the same 
time the people of Indidna appreciate 
fully the significance and the sincerity 
of tiie declaration and will accept glad- 
ly the powerful help . which Ralston is 
prepared and ready to offer to the cause 
of suffrage and to the movement for a 
constitutional convention.

prisoners a new deal and saving wives 
and children of prisoners from poverty 
and public charity while they are serv' 
ing 
sentences. 


Sending a family man to the work- 
house, imder the old system, 
usually 
meant his dependent« siifTered from lack 
of food and shelter. 
They were pun- 
ished, though innocent, along Avith the 
man. 


Dr. Frank D. Garland, former min- 
ister, now head of the welfare depart- 
ment, originated this new plan and is 
establishing a correctional farm where 
prisoners maj- work and live in the o|)en 
a,ir instead of being cooped up in un- 
wholesome quarters. 


Under the new plan a man under sen- 
tence to the wcrkliouse may spend only 
the nights there. 
During the day he 
works in some shop or factory making 
a living for his family. 


He comes and goes like the other em- 
ployes, 
except 
that 
instead 
of 
going 
home, the prisoner returns to the work- 
house in the evening. 


His pay is turned over to the depart- 
ment of welfare. 
A superintendent ap- 
plies part to payment of fine or debts, 
!') the support of dependent;, the pur- 
hase of clothing and a saving fund. 


Here is the case of prisoner Xq. 8393. 
He was sent to the workhoiu^e for a 
Ion? term for non-support. 
He wns a 
»apable workman, but drank up about 
ill he earned. 


Dr. Garland got him a job in a fftc- 
iory. 
He earned $160.80 the first six- 
weeks. 
Grocery, rent and coal 
debts 
were paid and the 
family 
got 
more 
noney than when he was at libertv. 


Fiela wiiere prisoners worKea mstead of 
being penned up in unwholesome quar- 
ters. 
Also, "Pete the Cobbler," who has 
been in the workhouse 2 8 years and re- 
fuses to leave, saying nobody would be 
left to fix "boy's" shoes. 


Prisoner No. 7914 spent all he made 
foj-. drink and was arrested for non-sup- 
port after he 
pawned 
his 
household 
goods. 


He had a wife and five children. The 
judge gave him a year's sentence. The 
wife couldn't support herself and 
five 
children. 
She kept two and the other 
three went to the Children's home. 


A job was secured for this man. 
In 
three months his employer had increased 
his wages three times. 
Soon he was 


paroled. 
He took his three children #tit 
of the Children's home. 


That's where the financial part bobs 
up. 
Those (diildren 
cost 
the 
people 
$486 a year in the county institotion 
so aside from the humanitarian aspect, 
the prisoner's reform saves the people's 
money. 


Precedents show that in cases of this 
kind under the old system the man TISU- 
ally keeps on going to the workhouse 
time after time and the children reniain 
public charges. 


Dayton women raised $1,000 and had 
a survey made tJ\at showed 59 offenders 
had been arrested 637 times and im- 
prisoned 248 times in five years. 


Dayton has bcwight 112 acres of farm 
land where prisoners will work and live 
in "dormitories" instead of cells. There 
will 
be 
only 
two cells—for 
unruly 
prisoners. 
There will not be bars on 
the windows and guards will not carry 
guns. 


While preliminary 
building 
opera- 
tions have been under way, prisoners 
worked on the farm. 
They ploughed 
tilled soil, gathered crops and pitched 
hay. 
They became tanned and vigorous, 
instead of pale and weak. 


The revenue from the farm operations 
as against that -derived from the con- 
tract labor systeto, 
which 
has 
been 
abolished, will make it more economical 
for Dayton to talfce care of its prisoners 
under the new plan.

Chicago, Nov. 21.—National prohibi- 
tion will be the paramount issue in the 
campaign of 1920, according to William 
Jennings Bryan, who made four ad- 
dresses in Chicago yesterday. 
The only 
thing that will prevent its being the 
do'minant issue then is the probability of 
the constitutional prohibition 
amend- 
ment passing both houses of congress 
during the next four years, he declared. 


His address in the morning was made 
before the Methodist preachers' meeting 
in the First Methodist church, where he 
also addressed an overflow meeting; in 
the afternoon he spoke at the Hotel 
Sherman imder the auspices of the Dry 
Chicago federation and in the evening he 
addressed the Congressional club, of Chi- 
cago, at tlie Hotel LaSalle. 


Wants Party Purged. 


In all of his speeches he declared his 
purpose of helping pm-ge tlie democratic 
party from all the influences of the 
brewers, distillers and 
saloon-keepers, 
whom he termed ''anarchists of 
the 
worst type," because they announced 
their intention of selling liquor in defi- 
ance of prohibitory laws. 


"These bad men who are now in the 
democratic party will have to go over 
to the republican party," said he. 
"The 
democratic party is not one to be sneer- 
ed at any more. 
It used to be the no- 
tion of many of the republicans that 
God used the ^ery best clay to make 
republicans ana that He used the scraps 
to make democrats. 
The condition has 
changed. We don't want the liquor in- 
terests in the democratic 
party—^we

Albany, N. Y., Nov. 21.—In her annual 
address delivered today to the forty- 
eighth annual convention 
of the New 
York state women suffrage party, Mrs. 
Norman Whitehouse, the chairman, urged 
all suffragists to work like professionals 
and not like amateurs for the adoption of 
the suffrage amendment in 1917. 


"If we are to win," she said, "we must 
profit by our experience of the past cam- 
paign which culminated in the defeat of 
1915. We failed then because we worked 
like amateui's; we worked for suffrage 
when our work did not interfere with 
pleasures, ,or when our duty to suffrage 
did not Interfere with other duties. 
Are 
we still going to work like amateurs? If 
we are we shall not win. 
We must work 
like professionals. We must put suffrage 
first." 


Referring to the 
recent 
pi-esidential 
campaign Mrs. Whitehouse said: 


"Both political parties urged on the 
women in their efforts. 
Both political 
parties blamed the women for not suc- 
ceeding where they themselves had failed. 
There could never have been so plain an 
evidence of the folly and absurdity of 
women working for partie.s Avhich as yet 
deny them political freedom."

Mirth reigns in Budapest In this Hungarian city of musical and Bobemian tastes, the hotels and all public 
flaces are ablaze with myriads of lights—doubly accentuated by the dazzling gonnns of revelers. Budapest cov- 
ers its woes with laughter and music, ydt they forget not those who are pouring their life-blood into the trenches. 
When the Russian hordes were threatening to batter through the Carpathian passes and spread out over the plains 
of Hungary. Budapest was gay, for the Hungarian heart b^ts with musical rapture at all 8ea,son8. So, after nine- 
teen months of war. Budapest is still joyous—seemingly happy. 


As war takes its daily toll of tnou- 
sands and the black moumiDg on 
the doors of the bouses 
spreads 
slowly but surely over the town like 
a hideous tide the psychology of the 
cities becomes more and more ap- 
parent 


Each capital of Europe has its in- 
dividual, unique method of bolster- 
ing up its courage. 


London hangs doggedly and grim- 
ly to its motto, "Business as usual." 


Paris prostrates itself, deep in 
grief, in a prolonged heroic spasm 
of self-denial and emotional but con- 
tained patriotism. 


Berlin is silent, solemn, sober in 
the transports of religious devotion. 


Petrograd, calm, practical, is cur- 
tailing its wastrel tendencies. 


Vienna is chastened and quiet. 
Budapest sings on, covering its 
heartaches with laughter, music and 
melody. 


London, 
Paris, Petrograd and 
Vienna are dark and pure; John 
Barleycorn has stolen away from 
them. 
But in the gay city of the 
Magyars that stands arched across 
the beautiful blue Danube those 
three graces of Bacchus, Win.e, Wo- 
men and Song, revel more wantonly 
than ever they did in the days of 
peaceful abandon.

The Magyar-Hun steels his emo- 
tional heart 
with music and the 
light from woman's eyes. 


Budapest, capital of the Hunga- 
rians, Is not saddened by the death 
of its thousands—at least not visi- 
bly. Underneath the laughter and 
careless unrestraint of the throngs 
that drink, dance, love and revel in 
the cafes there are heartaches and 
sighs, for the Magyars and Huns 
are emotional, sensitive and passion- 
ate. Still they show nothing to the 
visitor but lightness and indulgence, 
for that is the Magyar's way. 


It is the psychology of these pe- 
culiar people, these strange folk of 
gypsyland—half Oriental, half Oc- 
cidental. In them is the mysticism 
and fataiism of the East as well as 
the energy and the nervous stim- 
ulae of the West. They are half and 
half, having the charm of the one 
and the force of the other. 


The psychology of London is to 
accept the war without emotion, 
without excitement and with dark- 
ness as a precaution. 
London re- 
fuses to let the war disturb It too 
much. It will not surrender Its 
calm; practical "BiisihesB as usual" 
slogan. 


Paris, quick, keen, ever ready to 
laugh or to sob, is in a permanent 
Intoxication of heroic self-denlal. 


Everything is sacrificed for the de- 
fenders of the nation. Once the gay- 
est and wickedest city in the world, 
the center of "the life." it has neg- 
lected either to sow or to reap its 
perennial crop of wild oats in its in- 
tense patriotism. Before the war It 
was brilliant, sometimes on the crest 
of delight, sometimes in the slough 
of despond, but always exciting, al- 
ways dramatic, always romantic. 


The night life of Paris is dead, 
buried for the duration of the war 
and longer, no doubt Its municipal 
drink, absinthe, is forbidden. 


Berlin has undergone a tremend- 
ous purification of civic conscience. 
It has a new religious atmosphere. 
It is sober, fearfully In earnest about 
this thing "victory." 
Its alcoholic 
privileges are slowly being restrict- 
ed. The half-word is closed. Moral- 
ity has become a battle cry in the 
mouths of those who stake every- 
thing on German efficiency, those 
who depend absolutely for victory 
upon the elimination of all unprofit- 
able things. 


Petrograd has curtailed the ac- 
tivities of the district where the yel- 
low police cards lie in the purses of 
of the women. Gradually the Rus- 
sian capital is becoming systema- 
tized. Vodka, the national artery of 
drunkenness, has been cut In two. 
The army must be sober. The Slav 
admits that "the rounders" are out 
of place in these days of strife. 


But Budapest gives carte blanche 
to its demimondaines. Its psychol- 
ogy is that soldiers need relaxation 
when they return from the front. 
They have none of the thrift which 
leads French and German authori- 
ties to withhold dangerous tempta- 
tion from their men. They have too 
much love of seriousness in their 
blood to ever think of conserving 
their national health. 


The gypsy strain in their ancestry 
makes them disregard life itself, 
since those nomads have always 
been surrendered to the motto, "A 
short life and a merry one." 


Consequently, Budapest has be- 
come the wickedest city In Europe, 
the gayest city on the continent and 
the maddest city in the world. 


Behold It—Budjapest with the lid 
off; Budapest, the only wide open 
town in Europe!

All morning the city has slept 
Now at 5 o'clock in the evening, when 
the lights are coming on, the people 
come forth—the revelry begins. No 
more beautiful city is there in the 
world than Budapest Its buildings 
are artisUc triumphs. Its men ars 
dark, handsome. weU built Adonises. 


Its women, with 
their devilishly 
slanted eyes and their olive skins, 
toning down their red hue of virility, 
have been celebrated in comic op- 
era wherever music is sung. 


The cafes are decorated 
and 
ablaze with lights. Ofticers sit at a- 
bles. each with his sweetheart, his 
cigarettes and his wine. The cos- 
tumes of the demimondaines are bi- 
zarre. but all are ultra decollette. 
daring in cut. gauzelike In their 
clothing functions. 


The profusion of flowers on the 
tables (since the gardens of Buda- 
pest are world-famous) Is reflective 
of the exotic, colorful spirit of the 
night. 
Turks in the red fezes of 
their cult sit down amidst the throng, 
more at home by far than In any 
other city west of Constantinople, 
for there is something haremlike in 
Budapest. The Hungarian has the 
Turk's passionate love of 
sensual 
pleasure, his prostration before lux- 
ury, his untempered animal spirits. 
To his credit he has for all his unr« 
straint more Intellectual control ban 
the Mohammedan. 


No, you will see no drunkenness 
In Budapest tonight Somehow, Buda- 
pest knows when to quit You will 
see. however, love everywhere—se« 
the officers suddenly cut their gay 
laughter short with a quick, fierce 
kiss; see so much amorousness that 
your thoroughly occidental temper 
will be shocked. 


You have seen enough of this hot 
emotion to convince you that the 
hurrying reporters 
who dashed 
through the city were right when 
they called it the wickedest city of 
Europe.

Speculation's Big Part. 


The more deply the state commissions and the boards of inquiry 


jo {various kinds delve into the coal shortage proposition the more 
clearly it becomes apparent that speculation quite as much as a lack 
of transportation facilities should be charged with responsibility fo 
the present situation. Witness after witness is coming forward will 
(evidence that indicates that speculation is in point of fact the caus 
of most of the present trouble. Instead of going forward promptly t 
original consignees, vast quantities of coal in transit are being held u; 
by the consignors to await the bonus bids which necessity brings an 
are diverted here and there in response to the top figures that may b 
offered, regardless of supply and demand at points for which th 
coal "was originally purchased. 


Granted that transportation demands for other products have i 


iBome degree lessened the facilities for moving coal, that can by no 
means completely explain or in any sense justify the stress into which 
the consumer of coal has been put. Railroads are moving tremendous 
amounts of freight, it is true, yet they could move more. There has 
been no complaint of lack of motive power. Shippers are not using 
coal cars for the transportation of either grain or other foodstuffs, 
and not even the rapacious munitions makers are entrusting their pro- 
duct to the unprotected coal-carrying cars. The fault lies somewhere 
else, and it lies in the activity of the speculator to grab off something 
handsome in the way of profit—to capitalize need to his own enrich- 
ment above and beyond the decent margin of gain which he may legit- 
imately expect and may legitimately take. 


In the words of a Southern Indiana railway official there is 


"something going on" in the operations of the big coal barons that 
begins to give the coal situation a decidedly made-to-order appear- 
ance. It is unjust to blame the railroads and it is unjust to blame the 
retailer. The speculators have simply gotten a clutch on the public's 
throat, and they are reluctant to let go. The present situation is not 
one which can endure indefinitely. 
The blow-up must come. There 


will undoubtedly be a tremendous harvest of speculators' profits be- 
fore it is ended, but there should be ways of preventing a recurrence 
of the situation. Legislation prohibiting the reconsignment of coal 
in transit and the enforcement of high demurrage charges that would 
force the unloading of cars instead of permitting them to stand on 
sidings while the market climbs to a higher figure should do much to- 
;ward bringing about this highly desirable change in the coal situa- 
tion'status.

Mirth reigns in Budapest In this Hungarian city ot musical and Bohemian tastes, the hotels and all public 


places are ablaze with myriads of lights—doubly accentuated by the dazzling gowns of revelers. Budapest cov- 
srs its woes with laughter and music, yet they forget not those -who are pouring their life-blood into the trenches. 
When the Russian hordes were threatening to batter through the Carpathian passes and spread out over the plains 
of Hungary, Budapest was gay. for the Hungarian heart beats with musical rapture at all seasons. So, after nine- 
teen months of war, Budapest is still joyous—seemingly happy. 


The Magyar-Hun steels his emo- 


tional heart 
-with music and the 


light from woman's eyes. 


Budapest, capital of the Hunga- 


rians, is not saddened by the death 


of its thousands—at least not visi-1 


bly. Underneath the laughter and 
careless unrestraint of the throngs 
that drink, dance, love and revel in 
the cafes there are heartaches and 
sighs, for the Magyars and Huns 
are emotional, sensitive and passion- 
ate. Still they show nothing to the 
visitor but lightness and indulgence, 


for that is the Magyar's way. 


It is the psychology of these pe- 


culiar people, these strange folk o£ 
gypsyland—half Oriental, half Oc- 
cidental. In them is the mysticism 
and fatalism of the East as well as ' 
tho energy and the nervous stira- 
ulae of tho West. They are half and 


half, having the charm of the one 


and the force of the other. 


The psychology of London is to 


accept the war without emotion, 
•without excitement and with dark- 
ness as a precaution. 
London re- 


fuses to let the war disturb it too 
much. It will not surrender its 
calm, practical "Business as usual" 


slogan. 


Paris, quick, keen, ever ready to 


laugh or to sob, is in a permanent 
intoxication of heroic sell-denial. 


Everything is sacrificed for the de- 
fenders of the nation. Once the gay- 
est and wickedest city in the world, 
the center of "the life," it has neg- 
lected either to sow or to reap its 
perennial crop of wild oats in its in- 
tense patriotism. Before the war It 
was brilliant, sometimes on the crest 


of delight, sometimes in the slough 


of despond, but always exciting, al- 
ways dramatic, always romantic. 


The night life of Paris is dead, 


buried for the duration of the war 
and longer, no doubt. Its municipal 
drink, absinthe, is forbidden. 


Berlin has undergone a tremend- 


ous purification of civic conscience. 
It has a new religious atmosphere. 
It la sober, fearfully in earnest about 
this thing "victory." Its alcoholic 
privileges are slowly being restrict- 
ed. The half-word is closed. Moral- 
ity has become a battle cry in the 
mouths of those who Btake every- 
thing on German efficiency, those 
who depend absolutely for victory 
upon the elimination of all unprofit- 
able things. 


Petrograd has curtailed the ac- 


tivities of the district where the yel- 
low police cards lie in the purses of 


of the women. Gradually the Rus- 
sian capital is becoming systema- 


. tized. Vodka, the national artery of 


drunkenness, has been cut in two. 
The army must be sober. The Slay 
admits that "the rounders" are out 


of place in these days of strife. 


But Budapest gives carte blanche 


to its demimondaines. Its psychol- 
ogy is that soldiers need relaxation 
when they return from the front. 
They have none of the thrift which 
leads French and German authori- 
ties to withhold dangerous tempta- 
tion from their men. They have too 
much love of seriousness in their 
blood to ever think of conserving 
their national health. 


The gypsy strain in their ancestry 


makes them disregard life itself, 
since those nomads have always 
been surrendered to the motto, "A 
short life and a merry one." 


Consequently, Budapest has be- 


come the wickedest city in Europe, 
the gayest city on tho continent and 
the maddest city in the world. 


Behold it—Budapest with the lid 


off; Budapest, tho only wide open 
town in Europe!

All morning the city has slept 


Now at 5 o'clock in the evening, when 
the lights are coming on, the people 
come forth—tho revelry begins.
